WASHINGTON. Jan. 31.—The in- 
vestigation into the conditions in the 
Philippine archipalego, apropos of the 
effort to secure legislation for the gov- 
ernment of those isiands, was begun 
by the Senate Committee on Philip. 
pines today. Civil Gov. Taft of the 
archipelago was the first witness called. 
There was a full attendance of mem- 
bers of the committee, and Senator 
Lodge, the chairman, explained that 
the committee desired not only the 
fullest informaté@en concerning ‘he ‘+l- 
ands, but any advice that Gov. Taft 
might offer concerning the questions 
at issue. 

Gov. Taft began by saying that he 
had gone to the ilippines in the 
spring of 1900, and had visited almost 
all the provinces during the past year. 
He said tpat in all the Filipino or 
Christian provinces there is a form of 
civil government. There are thirty- 
four of these -provinces. The Moros 
are all friendly except a few who had 
never been otherwise than hostile to 
the Spaniards. Even there were now 
being brought over by the prospects 
of trade, of which they are very fond. 
Going back to the beginning of the 
committee's tour of the island, Gov. 
Taft said that it had been only under- 
taken after the reé@iection of President 
McKinley, when the time seemed ripe 
for the establishment of local govern- 
ment in the islands. 

Describing this tour, he said the 
course was to present to the digni- 
taries of the various places visited an 
explanation of the provincial and 
municipal acts. 

“We had some oratory.” he seid, 
“and from the rear platform of the 
train, but generally from the windows 
of the car.” 

He then gave, in detail, the proceed- 
ings of the meetings at the various 
places visited, saying that some seven- 
teen capitals of the provinces were 
visited on the first tour. At each place 
the delegates of the people were met, 
the prescribed special act was passed, 
and a Governorappointed, who was au- 
thorized to organize municipalities. 
These provincial governments consist, 
he explained, of a Governor, secretary, 
superintendent, treasurer and a fiscal 
or presecuting attorney. In all cases 
where the selection could be made 
without arousing jealousies, natives 
had been chosen. All these appoint- 
ments are temporary, and next month 
their successors will be elected. When 
the factions were too strong, Ameri- 
cans were placed at the head of each 
provincial government. In all cases the 
treasurer and superintendent were 
Americans. 

The committee had first given its at 
tention to the northern provinces, and 
in April started south on a trip of 
fifty-four days. They had been re- 
ceived most cordially everywhere. This

“The Spaniard,” he said, “will always

OSTRICH FARMS 
ON THE RIVIERA. 


A Notable Exportetion from Califor- 
nia—The South Pac: Ostrich 
Farm Furnished Birds for a New 
Ostrich Ranch Near Nice. 


[Corresponcence London Stan 

NICE, Jan. 3.—A new industry has 
now, thanks to British initiative, made 
its appearance here. The new under- 
taking consists in, establishing ostrich 
farms at convenient and suitable spots 
along the littoral, where birds Im- 
ported from California and Africa are 
to be reared according to the vey beat 
and latest methods, and where it ‘is 
considered by experts that they will 
thrive and develop to the very best ad- 
vantage. There are at present in Nice 
two experienced ostrich farmers, both 
ef whom are convinced that the fPiv- 
jera, with its usually dry. equable en- 
mate, is the place of all others to bring 
the ostrich to early maturity and per- 
fect plumage. One of these experts is 
a British officer, who has himéelf had 
much experience with these great birds, 
and who now owns a large ostrich farm 
in South Africa; my other authority 
has studied ostrich breeding and rear- 
ing in California, and, representing a 
rich syndicate [the Pasadena (Cal) Os- 
trich Farm.] has during the last few 
werks secured a site near Nice where 
some fifty or more fine American-bred 
birds are thriving apace under the in- 
fluence of Riviera sunshine, good food 
and clever treatment.

Wednesday at the home of Mrs. Archi. 
bald, No. 27 India street, Ocean 
Park. Dr. J. H. Crawford, who had 
been called in the case, i a cer- 
tificate of death by pneumonia, com- 
plicated with periostitis. 

Certain occurrences of the man's i- 
hess, when considered in connection 
with the fact that Mrs. Archibald is 
a Christian Scientist, have led to the 
clreulation of sensational reports, 
which appear exaggerated. 

* was called to see Mansen on the 
3d inst., said Dr. Crawford today. 
“He was at the house of Mrs. Archi- 
bald, on whom he had no claim other 
than that of humanity. I called and 
saw Mansen on each of the three 
succeeding days. His conditien was 
then not very bad, but his symptoms 
showed that be was coming down 
with pneumonia, with a severely in- 
jured leg as a complicating feature. I 
prescribed the usual medicines, and for 
three days received daily reports by 
telephone that the man was doing well. 
I called again on the Sth, 10th, lith, 
i2th, 13th and 14th. At the last two 
visits I found the patient with a high 
temperature and delirious. did not 
see him again until Wednesday of this 
week, when I was called and found 
him dying. 

“Mre. Archibald asked me if I would 


what reluctantly said I would, which 
I have done. 

“Now I am satisfied that Mrs. Archi- 
bald acted the part of a Good ri- 
tan, and out of the goodness her 
heart, cared for the unfortunate man. 
I know that she bestowed every per- 
sonal attention within reason to make 
him comfortable, and that she did it 
without any expectation of pecuniary 
reward, other than from the chance of 
his recovery. I know that she pur- 
chased the medicines I prescribed, and 
there is no evidence that she d 
administer them to him.
